W hen the freight that ought to

on the farms, the railroads lost the 
revenue and the railway em ployes 


were idle m uch of the time. 


T h e railroads were com pelled to 


econom ize in order to keep their 


expenses in due proportion to their 


incom e,

A tr ail of blood led fr om the spot 
wher e she was discover ed into the 
house and upstair s to the sleeping 
apar tments, wher e her husband was 
*found lying oh the floor in a pool of 
his own blood, 
which flowed fr eely 
fr om a deep gash in his thr oat. 
A t fir st it was supposed that these 
deeds wer e the wor k of bur glar s, 
but on investigation it was lear ned 
thr ough some of the near neighbor s 
that ther e had been loud talking in 
the Russell house at inter vals dur ­ 
ing the night.

that 
Mr s. 
Russell 
had 
closed a deal wher eby she was to 
m ake the tr ansfer of some valuable 
r eal estate in this city, and also 
f 
at the couple fr equently qur r eled 
^er business tr ansactions, 
would 
Hdicate that they alone ar e r espon­ 
se. 
All the cir cumstances thus 
|p.r br ought to light tend to sub- 
^antiate this theor y. 
' The cutting was done in br oad 
daylight and the knives used be­ 
longed to the injur ed par ties.

W a s h in g t o n , D. C., Aug. 15. 
The Chesapeake and Ohio

V . ” expr ess, boun fr om W ashing­ 
ton to Cincinnati, was thr own on a 
side tr ack at 
Ravenswor th, 
V^a., 
eighteen miles fr om her e, at 12:19 
o ’clock this mor ning by tr ain wr eck­ 
er s and the engine, mail car ,expr ess 
car and one tr uck of the combined 
smoker wer e der ailed. 
The only one injur ed was Baggage- 
master Coffman, whose back was 
slightly hur t by being thr own fr om 
a chair . 
The switch had been tamper ed 
with by wr ecker s 
just 
beyond 
a 
cur ve, which pr evented the mischief 
being seen until the tr ain was close 
to the spur tr ack. 
Engineer Fowler 
applied the air br eaks as soon as 
possible and succeeded in stopping 
the tr ain after the engine tr aveled 
on the ties almost 100 feet. 
The unknown wr ecker s awaited 
near the tr ack and as the flagman 
went back to pr otect the tr am a 
bullet sped by his head, but missed 
its mar k.

was held until 4:45 
o ’clock this mor ning,

ceeded with all except the mail and 
expr ess car .

Shoots Himself Thr ough the Hear t 
With a Cannou.

The weapon used was an

cannon about eighteen 
inches in 
length, with a bor e an inch and a 
halt in diameter . 
It was made by 
Per chal and used by him to cele­ 
br ate the Four th of July. 
He de­ 
liber ately bar ed his br east, loaded 
the cannon to the muzzle, and after 
planting it against the r egion of bis 
hear t br aced it against his body by 
means of an ir oning boar d, which 
he thr ust against a post. 
The can­ 
non was touched 
off. 
Death 
r e­ 
sulted 
at 
once. 
The 
body 
was 
fear fully mutilated and the r oom 
was spatter ed with blood and por ­ 
tions of flesh. 
Per chal wor ked nights. 
Yester ­ 
day mor ning he went home about 
6 o ’clock and seemed ver y much 
depr essed in spir its. 
He went to 
bed about 7 o’clock, and the fami­ 
ly, 
consisting of a wife and five 
childr en, went over to a neighbor ’s 
in or der not to distur b his slum­ 
ber s. 
Late 
in

after noon an ex­ 
plosion 
was 
hear d 
for 
sever al 
blocks ar ound. 
A neighbor named 
A. Miller , together with James, an 
8 year -old son 
of 
the 
deceased, 
r ushed to the house and r an into 
the 
r oom 
usually 
occupied 
by 
Per chal. 
He was not ther e. 
They 
then 
went to the basement, wher e they 
discover ed Per chal a p in s t the wall, 
with the cannon in his lap.

RARE SURGERY. 


A Jackstone Removed Fr om a Phila­ 
delphia Child’s Stomach. 


A successful and unusual oper a­ 
tion was per for med at the Univer si­ 
ty hospital, Philadelphia, 
wher eby 
a five-pointed 
jackstone 
was 
r e­ 
moved fr om the stomach of 3-year - 
old Elsie Wohlgemuth, and her life 
saved. 


Elsie was playing about the house 
with a handful of jackstones,some of 
them in her mouth, when she swal­ 
lowed one of them. 
It stuck in the 
child’s thr oat and caused her gr eat 
pain. 
Her mother made an attempt 
to r emove it with her finger , but 
only pushed it fur ther down. 
Dr . D. Patter son located the jack- 
stone by aid of a flour oscope, find­ 
ing it between the clavicle and the 
second r ib, just to the left of the 
median line. 
Atter sever al ineffectual attempts 
to extr icate the stone by way of the 
mouth, Dr . Alfr ed C. \Vood, assist­ 
ed by Dr s. Chas. 
H. Fr azer , Wr a. 
Schieff 
and 
Fr ancis 
Patter son, 
opened the stomach and dislodged 
the stone by means of a silk cor d, 
to which a pledget gauze had been 
attached. 
But one other case of a similar 
char acter is known in the annals ot 
medical science.
